Where such persons are unable to 
write, they are under the necessity of securing clerical as- 
sistance in making out their bills, if that be not impossible. 
Where or bow they shall secure such assistance the ac- 
counting officers do pot assume to say. If, however, it is 
impossible to secure the same, the disbursing officer must 
furnish a certificate with eacb voucber setting forth in full 
the reasons why the 1¢ quirement as to the original bill was 
not complied with. He must also state on each voucher 
the usu Jace of residence or business of each person un- 
able to write and unable to secure some clerical assistance, 

whom a purchase was made or by whom service, not 
by the day or month, was rendered.

A small company of the Massachusette 
Companions went to Burlington, for the purpose of 
the presentation, and at a given signal during the 
progresss of the meeting the folding doors of the 
banquet room were thrown open and the banner 
brought in, to the astonishment and evident delight 
of the Vermont Companions, and, with simple good 
wil], presented to the commander. It was one of 
the pleasantest and most admirably managed of 
presentations and it is so considered at Burlington. 








WE announced last week that the Secretary of War 
upon the recommendation of Gen. Schofield, had 
decided to increase the number of Army officers on 
duty at the World’s Fair. Aftera careful examina- 
tion of the list of available officers the following 
were selected on Thursday last and orders issued for 
them to reportimmediately to Maj. Comly for duty 
in connection with the Columbian Guards: Ist Lieut.

Hon. Hruary A. HERBERT, Secretary of the Navy, 
has an excellent articlein the North American Re- 
view for June,on “The Lesson of the Naval Review.”’ 
In theshore parade, as to which so much doubt was 
raised, he finds ‘“‘the crowning lesson of the review.” 
The article is significant as showing the Secretary’s 
belief that “if America would keep her own peace 
with the nations of the world and maintain her 
place in the vanguard of civilization, she must be 
at all times prepared for war.” 
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REPEAL THE TEN YEARS’ LAW. 


WE have received thus far over three thousand 
signatures to the petition for the repeal of the law 
limiting enlistments to ten years and new names 
are coming in every day. We learn, too, that the 
companies at Fort Leavenworth and Fort Robin- 
son have also signed it. Adding the lists from these 
posts will give you a total thus far of some four 
thousand signatures. 

The substantial unanimity of the Army upon 
the subject of repealing the obnoxious law is shown 
by the statements accompanying the petitions re- 
turned to us. In sending in his list of names an 
officer writes : ‘“‘I endorse the memorial to Congress 
with reference to the law which should be termed 
‘an act to emasculate the U.S. Army.’ It has been 
signed by every member of my company present, 
except one man sick in the kospital and unable to 
hold a pen.” 

Another officer says: ‘‘I enclose the petition 
signed by every officer and man at this post.” 
A third says, “‘I take great pleasure in returning 
the petition duly signed by every officer and en- 
listed man of this garrison. * * Wishing you 
God speed in this matter and in the name of the 
small garrison of this post thanking your for the 
interest you have taken in an affair which is of such 
vital importance to us all. Iam,” ete. A fourth 
officer who also returns the petition signed by every 
officer and enlisted man of his company says: “If 
this act remains in force it will be the ruin of the 
Army. Every officer of five years’ experience with 
troops knows that the old soldiers are the backbone 
ofthe Army. They are needed to teach the young 
men. Their example, influence and experience in 
camp and garrison are of the greatest value. We 
cannot afford to dispense with them. It seems in- 
credible that any sane person could advocate the 
passage of the act of Congress preventing enlist- 
ment after ten years’ service. The argument that 
because a man is not a non-commissioned officer at 
end of ten years’ service he is no longer of value to 
the service, is childish. It is very difficult now to 
get the best soldiers to accept the position of cor- 
poral, because of the amount of work and responsi- 
bility required of them. The best men are detailed 
on extra duty, with an increase ot at least ten dol- 
lars per month. What is needed more than any- 
thing is an increase of the pay of non-commissioned 
officers. Oorporals should have an increase of five 
dollars and sergeants of ten dollars and first ser- 
geants of at least fifteen dollars per month above 
the pay of a private. This would not then give 
them as much as some privates get for as driv- 
ing a mule team or working as a carpenter on ex 
tra duty pay, except in the case of a first sergeant, 
who then would equal the carpenter in pay. I wish 
you could hear the remarks of company commands 
ers on these two subjects, but it would not be proper 
to put them into print.” 

Many protests against the law have been re- 
ceived at the War Department, but, so far as we 





can learn, not a single communication favoring it, 
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We bave the best of reasons for believing that the 
authorities at Washington will give all proper en- 
couragement to this movement for repeal. We 
learn also that Senator Proctor is convinced that 
the law is as it stands injurious to the Service, and 
that he is disposed to favor at least a modification 
of it, so as to permit the re-enlistment of ten years 
men by special authority from the War Department 
upon thé recommendation of company command- 
ers who must certify that the retention of the men 
will be a positive benefit to the Service. Oongress- 
man Outhwaite, who will again head the House 
Military Committee, promises that he will earnestly 
support the movement for the repeal of the law. 

With these facts before us, we urge officers of the 
Army to do all they can to increase the number of 
petitioners against the law. We do not over- 
estimate the value of such appeals to Congress, and 
we fully understand the delicacy of the position of 
men whose military training teaches them to accept 
without complaint whatever burdens are imposed 
upon them by superior authority. It should be re- 
membered, however, that the appeal in this case is 
not against an individual hardship, but against an 
enactment which is destructive to the military 
Service itself. It is clearly the intention of 
Congress to benefit and not to injure the Service, 
and what we seek to accomplish is to convince our 
law makers that the Army is substantially agreed 
in the opinion that in this particular instance they 
have made a mistake. By the help of these peti- 
tions we hope to make the matter clear, and to over- 
come the vis inertiae of indifference which is the chief 
obstacle in the way of beneficial Army legislation. 
Every additional petition helps us in this, for there 
is danger that those who are not shown to be with 
us may be counted against us. At the proper time 
we shall take counsel of those most competent to 
advise as to the proper use to be made of the peti- 
tions we receive, and our experience of thirty 
years with the Army is a guarantee that we shall 
do nothing that will bring reproach upon any officer 
or man who signs the petition, We have moved in 
this matter because we were convinced that the 
danger threatening the Army was of such a nature 
as to require heroic and unusual treatment. 





DEPARTMENT Commanders are now making pre- 
parations for the annual rifle competitions which 
will soon commence in their respective localities. 
We shall, as heretofore, publish weekly accounts of 
the progress of these competitions, with the scores, 
ete,, of the competitors. 








We understand that the question of a rearrange- 
nent of the geographical limits and of the person- 
nel of the Department commands is again under 
idvisement. The re-establishment of at least two 
of the Divisions is looked for. Pending considera- 
tion of the subject, the orders of General Carlin to 
command of Department of the Oolumbia have 
been suspended. General Schofield is getting up a 
project to be submitted to Secretary Lamont upon 
bis return to Washington from Ohicago next week. 








STEEL PRODUCING PLANTS, 


l HE steel producing plants, like the ship building 
stablishments, are getting well ahead with their 
ontracts. Aitogether the present period is the 
wost active in the history of the new Navy. We 
teferred last week to the large number of vessels 
which have already reached, or will reach during 
the present year, either the commission, official 
tial or launching stage. As to the armor producing 
plant, it is becoming almost a weekly occurrence 
foran acceptance test of some kind of armor to 
lake place. Last week the Bethlehem Company 
tuccessfully concluded a trial of 12-inch plate, 
VYhich means the immediate acceptance of nearly 500 
tons of 12 and 14-inch armor for the Texas and Puri- 
n. The week previous the Carnegie Company 
oncluded a test and obtained a premium for 
bout three hundred tons of light armor for the 
lympic and Teras. Next week the Carnegie Com- 
any will have another test of 9-inch armor for 
he Monadnock. Within the past six months the 
© plants have turned out about 3,000 tons of 
ickel armor, or nearly three times the amoupt 
teviously furnished under their existing contracts. 
Jp to date the Bethlehem Company bas furnished 
early 2,500 tons, and the Carnegie Company about 
00. The rapid advance in deliveries is due to the 
creased facilities at both works and the determi- 
ation of processes after exhaustive trials and tests, 


The experimental stage is now over with the Beth- 
lehem Company, and having completed the large 
and expensive furnaces for the treatment of plates 
by the Harvey process, early and large deliveries of 
this class of armor may now be looked for. A ques- 
tion has arisen as to whether the Bethlehem 
Company earned a premium on the 491 tons for the 
Texas and Puritan represented by the plate tested 
at their works last week. The third shot penetrated 
the plate and lodged in the backing. There are 
evidences that a fragment of the projectile passed 
through the backing, but it is not conclusive, and 
until this point is satisfactorily established the 
question of premium will remain in doubt. The sum 
of $15,000 is involved. 








Tue Madrid Epoca guilelessly expresses the belief 
that Great Britain will ultimately cede Gibraltar to 
Spain if indemnified for the cost of the fortifica- 
tions which Great Britain has constructed there.” 
We shall await the event with interest, how long 
cannot be said. 


Ar Halifax, N. 8., where the British flagship 
Blake arrived from Bermuda June 2, there has been 
agitation in the press in favor of a public reception 
to Admiral Hopkins on account of the honors he 
won at New York in representing the British Navy. 
No man better deserves such hunor. The frank, 
hearty sailor courtesy of Admiral Hopkins won all 
hearts while he was on duty in our waters. No man 
could have better represented the British Service; 
no one could have done more to increase the good 
will of Americans toward it. 








Is wor official mourning in the Army being over- 
dene? Often for long periods at a time the officers 
are ordered to wear crape on their left arm and on 
their sword hilt and the regimental colors are 
draped. [tis no trouble to wear crape on the uniform 
coat when one never wears the garment except at 
a President's reception, but for officers who wear 
uniform constantly this becomes monotonous. It 
would seem that the wearing of crape for one month 
would be sufficient as a mark of respect to a dead 
President or commander. Better one month 
cheerfully than six months otherwise. A reason- 
able schedule of official mourning would be very 
acceptable to the Army. The present system savors 
somewhat of the delicacy of sentiment that prompt- 
ed Mark Twain to shed tears at the tomb of Adam. 











Tue Secretary of the Navy has, by his recent ac- 
tion in making the numerous changes in the person- 
nel of the Miantonomoh, inaugurated the idea that 
the port staying craft are to be regarded as “ stor- 
age reservoirs’ for officers who are detached 
from shore duty, having reached the term for sea 
service. This may disappoint those who had pre- 
sumed that an assignment to the monitor meant 
three years of “soft duty,”’ but they may console 
themselves with the reflection that they are sacri- 
ficed for the benefit of the service. Officers of the 
Navy “ship for general service,” and as they are 
educated for “‘a lifeon the ocean wave ’ they should 
rejoice when the salt sea claims their presence and 
they are nolonger forced to submit to the loss of 
fibre resulting from the soft dalliance of a cruise in 
ahome port, The detachment of two of the engi- 
neer officers from the Miantonomoh was somewhat 
of asurprise to those interested, but their places 
will be filled from the other vessels of the station. 

THERE seems to be a prospect that the old Hart- 
ford may be repaired and once more fitted to battle 
with gales from which forso many years this his- 
toric old craft has been exempt. Estimates as to 
the cost of making some changes in the sails and 
battery are in preparation in the Appropriation 
Bureau, but nothing definite has been done as to 
beginning the work of rehabilitation. 1t will surely 
be a most gracious thingfor the present adminis- 
tration to set the old battleship once more afloat. 
The name of Farragut has become so insepar- 
ably connected with that of his ship that additional 
pride will be felt in the renewed youth of his for- 
mer and famous fiagship. The proposition is made 
to arm the Hartford with a Lattery of modern 
breechloadin, rifies, and to modify her sail power 
down to something like the spread of the Chicago. 
The money expended upon this famed warship 
will be willingly voted by every patriotic Congress- 
map, for it is so seldom that National sentiment has 
been appealed to that the proposition to set the 
Hartford once more afloat on the sea where Farra- 
gut made her name famous will be cheered to the 
echo by the people of the country from Maine to 
California. The battle-scarred old craft now lies in 
“Rotten Row” off Mare Island, the sport of the 
tide and gradually rotting away in ignominious 
idleness, and it is hoped the Navy Department may 
see its way to the expenditure of enough money to 
place the ship in condition for cruising. It makes 
no difference that the repairs may cause the re- 
moval of a large per centage of ‘the old timbers of 
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THE unveiling of the new monument to General 
Francis Marion, to replace the old tomb shattered 
by the earthquake ten years ago, took place with 
much ceremony May 22, at Belle Isle, about forty- 
five miles from Charleston, 8S. C. 








As the movements of the 3d and 5th U. 8. Cavalry, 
ordered in G. O. 36, A. G. O. of 1893, will commence 
in a few days, we give this week the new stations 
of the troops of the two regiments—the 3d in the 
Department of the Missouri, and the 5th in the De- 
partment of Texas. 











Tue Electric World says: “The policy of the 
United States Government in awarding premiums 
to shipbuilders for exceeding contract requirements 
in regard to the speed or horsepower of men-of-war 
might, with great advantage, be extended to in- 
clude the electric lighting plants of naval vessels. 
Such a policy would serve as a great stimulus to ef- 
forts to reduce the weight and space occupied by 
such plants,and as the merchant marine would 
directly participate in the benefit resulting, the 
effect would be much wider than when applied to 
speed or horse power alone as at present. 








Major JoHN Brooke, Surgeon U.S. A., in dis- 
cussing in the May number of the Military Service 
Institution, “The Place of the Medical Depart- 
ment,” says: ‘The medical officer has always been 
regarded as a member of the military family; by 
Napoleon, who called Larry the most valuable man 
in his Army; by the great leader who sleeps at 
Riverside, and by the subaltern, whose sick ohild 
greets his coming witha brightened emile. And 
the vast 'rajority of the line cheerfully accords to 
medical officers all military titles authorized by 
law, regulations, or the customs of service. The 
few, the very few, who seem to guard such titles as 
prerogatives almost divine, may be safely left to 
the ripening influences of that combination of pro- 
cess known to the elder Weller as ‘ vaith and vis- 
dom.'”’ 








SECENT DEATHS. 


A GALLANT and genial veteran of the older Army, 
Brevet Colonel Albert Tracy, Major U. 8. Army, 
retired, died suddenly in New York City, June 3. 
He came North from his favorite resort, St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., only a short while ago, and seemed to be 
in his ueual health. Oolonel Tracy was an officer of 
long and excellent service. He was appointed a 
ist Lieuterant of Infantry in February, 1847, and 
served gallantly during the Mexican War, receiving 
the brevet of Captain for Chapultepec. He was 
promoted Captain February 23, 1848, was mustered 
out the following August, and in 1855 was appointed 
a Captain of the 10th U.S. Infantry. He served in 
several Indian expeditions, reinforced General 
Lyon at St. Louis arsenal at the beginning of the 
war and was for some time A. A. D. CO. to General 
Fremont with the rank of Colonel, He was pro- 
moted Major of the 15th Infantry in 1863 and ree 
ceived the brevets of Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Colonel for his faithful and meritorious services 
during the war. He was retired from active ser- 
vice on November 4, 1865, on account of his disabil- 
ity inourred in the line of duty. The remains were 
taken to Portland, Me., for interment. 


Cotong. CO. H. Burtis, a distinguished officer of 
New York Volunteers during the war, died in 
Brooklyn, June 2° 


Tue remains of Major Wm. Reareey have recent- 
ly been transferred from San Antonio to St. Louis 
to be interred in Belle Fountain Cemetery, by the 
side of his father, Gen. Stephen Watts Kearney. 
Major Kearney was gradua from West Point in 
1852 and resigned in 1861 to join the Confederate 
Army. He died some time ago. 


WE have received resolutions adopted by the Win- 
field Scott Garrison No. 68, Regular Army and Navy 
Union, relative to the death of Comrade Richard H. 
Dutton. Deputy Commander: “ Comrade Datton 
bad the love and respect of all who knew him bast, 
and was a man of honorand strict intezrity. His 
word was his bond, and he always held the full con- 
fidence and respect of his superiors in rank, and 
the loyalty and love of his inferiors.” 


Tue death is reported of Guy E£. Huse, formerly 
an officer of our Army. He was theson of Oaleb 
Huse, a graduate of the Military Academy class of 
1851, and now aresidentof Highland Fa 
The eon was graduated from the Academy in 1879, 
and served in the 231 infantry until his transfer to 
the 4th Cavalry in 1884. He resigned Sept. 1, 188d, 
and afterwards served with distinction in the Onil- 
ian Army as Major of Engineers.

The statement that the War Department has de- 
finitely decided to order the corps of cadets from 
West Point to the World’s Fair is alittle premature. 
It is known that the War Department and tbe Mili- 
tary Academy authorities are heartily in favor of 
this outing for the cadete, and it is probable tbat 
the orders will ultimately be issued. But thereisa 
question of ‘ways and means” that must first be 
decided. The accounting officerr, we understand, 
have questioned the right to use the Army trane- 
portation fund for this purpose, and as the regular 
appropriation for the Military Academy will hardly 
be sufficient, the Department isin doubt as to bow 
st can provide for the necessary expenses of the trip. 
With all bands working for the same end however, 
there is a strong probability that a way will be 
found to overcome the opposition of the accounting 
officers.

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LAUNOH OF THE MASSACHUSETTS. 


A¥FOTHER important event in the history of the 
new Navy pepocne thie week. At10A. m. on Satur- 
day June 10, the Messrs. Cramp will launch from 
their famous establishment the formidable battle- 
sbip Massachusetts, the second of the kind within 
the year. The President, members of the Cabinet 
and others high iu official life, have accepted invi- 
tations to attend the ceremonies. Miss Herbert, 
daughter of the Secretary of Navy, will break the 

itional bottle. 

The Massachusetts isthe secoud of the three coast- 
line battlesbips to be launched. To William Cramp 
and Sons, of Philadelphia, were awarded two of 
these crafts at a contract price of $3,020,000,00 apiece. 
The award was made November 19, 1890, at which 
time the Cramps formally bound themselves to finish 
the two yeesels within exactly three years. 

The Massochusetts is built of stee!. The hull is 
protected by belts of beavy armor 7\¢ feet wide, 
three feet of which is above water. Tois protection 
runs slong both sides of the vessel for a distance of 
148, feet, amidships, at the extremities of which the 
armorturnsin toward the centre line at an angele 
of 45 degrees for a longitudinal distance of 24 feet, 
sffording a total broadside protection of 196 feet, 
and passing around and supporting the armor for 
the 13-inch gun turrets. On top of this side armor 
is placed 2 steel deck 2% in. thick, under which are the 
magazines and machinery. Above this belt of side 
armor and extending from redoubt to redoubdt, 
the sides are five inches thick, with a backing of 
ten feet of coal). 

The verse] is cut up forward beneath the water- 
live, making a powerful ram bow and doing away 
with excessive bow waves on account of the easier 
lines so obtained as well as greatly adding to the 
mar couvring qualities. 

The principal dimensions are: Length over all. 
350 feet 103% inches; leneth on the water-line, 348 
feet; breaath extreme, 694 feet; draught forward 
and aft, 24 feet; displacement, 10,288 tons; sustained 
sen speed, 15 knote; normal cos! supply, 400 tons. 

Between the tu rets for the 13-inch guns there is 
asuperstructure in which are placed the 6-inch 
guns. and above or upon the deck erected thereon 
are placed the 8-inch uns. A battery of 6 pound- 
ers is arranged alone thetop of the hammock berth- 
ing and bridge, and 1-pounders are placed two for- 
ward and two aft, one on either side, on the berth 
deck. Inthe tops of the double topped military 
masts are placed four Gatling guns, two in each 


top. 

The batteries will consist of: 413-inch breach- 
loading rifles, 8 8-inch breach loading rifles, 4 6-inch 
breach-loading rifles—main. 20 6-pounder rapid- 
fire guue, 4 1-pounder rapid-fire guns, 4 Gatling 
gune—secondary. 

In addition to the foregoing offensive phase of 
the ship there are six torpedo tubes, one bow, one 
stern and four broadside,t wo on either side just abaft 
and forward of and after barbettes,respectively. The 
four 13-inch guns are mounted in pairsin two bar- 
bette turrets forward and abaft the superstructure, 
on the main deck. The lower part of these turrets, 
ealled the barbette, is 17 inches thick, while the tur- 
ret proper that rises above the wall of armor is 15 
inches thick. The 8-inch guns are mounted in pairs 
in four turrets of similar character, two on either 
side, on the forward and after extremities of the 
superstructure deck. Tbe four 6-inch guns, two on 
each side, are placed amidships on the main deck. 
These guns will haye local protection in addition to 
splinter bulkheads, shields and automatic shutters. 
The 13 inch guns bave an effective are of fire of 270 
degrees. These guns are mounted 17.5 feet above 
the water-line. The 8-inch guns are about 25 feet 
above the water-line and are high enough to fire 
over the 13-inoh turrets. These guns have an arc of 
fire of 164 degrees. The engines are of the twin- 
screw, vertical, triple expansion, inverted cylinder 
type, diameter of cylinders being as follows: High 
pressure, 345; intermediate pressure, 48; low pres- 
sure, 75, with acommon stroke of 42 inches. There 
are four double-ended boilers 18x15 10 diameter, and 
two single-ended boilers (donkey)81¢x101n diameter. 
Each boiler and engine is in a separate water-tight 
compartment, in order to localize possible injury. 
While the normal coal supply is 400 tons, there is a 
coal- buoker capacity of 1,800 tons. Tae complement 
will consist of 475 persons—officers and men. Good 
quarters and accommodations have been provided, 
and all the latest sanitary improvements will be in- 
stalled to insure efficiency and thoroughness in 
lighting, ventilating and draining. 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A test of a sample lot of the new 12-inch mortar 
deck piercing projectiles, being manufactured by the 
Sterling Steel Company for the Ordnance Bureau of 
the Army, will take place at Sandy Hook on Friday 
next. 





Everything is nearly in readiness at the national) 
armory at Springfield, Mass., for the turning out of 
the Krag-Jorgenren gun, and the armory will be 
equipped for the actual manufacture of the gun 
about July 1. Orders have been given for the manu- 
facture of the ammunition for the new gun at the 
Frankforn Arednal. 

Itis reported that Ger. Cutcheon, the civilian 
member of the Board on Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tion, will shortly be succeeded by Gen. J. C. Lock- 
wood, ex-Governor of Kentucky. The only ex- 
planation for the promised change is a desire to re- 
ward Gen. Lockwood for bis services to President 
Cleveland during the Chicago Convention. It is 
said that he was offered the Assistant Secretaryship 
of War, but has declined it for the higher salaried 
place on the Ordnance and Fortification Board. 

Dr. Erich Weiss, of the Gernische Dynamite Works, 
has invented an explosive of which extraordinary 
resulta are reported. It is a fatty substance, re- 
sembling frcezen olive oil, does not explode by biows 
or shocks, and if thrown on toa fireit burns slowly 
witb a bluish tiame. It only explodes by the in- 
troduction of a certain sul stance, which is the secret 
of theinventor. Thereportis not very loud, but 
the ballistic effect is said to be nine times that of 
powder. The substance oy but little heat, 
and after 100 rounds bad been fired the barrel of 
the rifle close to the chamber had only a temperature 





of 29 deg. cent. A quantity of the substance, which 
causes the explosion, not larger than a poppy 

is sufficient, and it is i into the cartridge by 
means of a needle. The explosion is almost smoke- 
less, and produces very little detonation. The trials 
bave given most successful results. There is prac- 
tically no recoil, even when the gun is loaded with 
a heavy charge, and there is scarcely any heating 
of the weapon. The used cartridge cases can be 
filled again by a simple method, The new explosive 
can be employed for the existing artillery, but is 
not adaptable to the infantry rifle at present in use. 
Four new models of rifles haye, however, been corn- 
structed, and trials have been made with them. 


Au innovation in thecalibres of machine guns as 
well as sma)! arms is about to be inaugurated by the 
Army Ordnance Bureau. The initiative was taken 
this week by asking bids for 20 machine guns of ‘30 
calibre. Twenty thousand dollars was avpropriated 
for this purpose in the last Army appropriation act, 
the law expressly calling for -30 calibres. It is ex- 
pected that there will be two competitors for fur- 
nishing these weapons—the Colts Company, which 
formerly manufactured the gatling guus now in 
use, and the Gatling Gun Company, which is now 
Sane whith a new piece of the required 
calibre. 


The Bethlehem [ron Works bas been given the 
contract for the forgings of the 8-inch high power 
guns for firing high explosives, to be built on the 
Hearst reinforced system. The forgings are to be 
delivered in two months. The work of finishing 
and assembling will be performed at the Wasbing- 
ton Navy-yard. This gun when completed will be 
tested in competition with the bigh explosive gun 
now being built at the Washington yard upon de- 
signe of the Ordnance Bureau. The latter will be 
ready for trial during the coming autumn. Emmen- 
site will be the high explosive used. Smokeless 
powder will be used as the propelling charge. The 
trisl of this gun is one of the most instructive events 
in the ordnance line booked for the present year. 








The 16-om. (6.3-incb) gun, constructed at the Ruelle 
Works for the purr ose of studying and comparing 
the relative performances of slow-burning and 
smokeless powder, is stated to have already given 
velocities in excess of 1,200 metres (3 937 f.-s-). This 
gun, is built up in four pieces. The breech piece, or 
gun proper, has a leneth of 50 calibres, which can be 
elongated, by the addition of the other three pieces, 
to a total length of 90 calibres. [n the preliminary 
experiments carried out at Ruelle, when velocities 
of 1,200 metres were attained, the gun passed through 
thé ordeal without showing anv signs of strain. 
Further and more exhaustive experiments are to 
take place shortly at the Gavres range, near Lorient. 


The Fiske range finder, of which so much was ex- 
pected, is not being favorably reported upon by 
some of the foreign naval officiale. A Russian officer 
of high rank in the fieet now at Philadelphia states 
that he recently examined the range finder as a 
member of a naval board, and that the Kussian 
naval authorities were inclined to look hghtly upon 
the device. He found the instrument of service 
whenever the atmosphere was clear, but so soon as 
the firing became brisk it was next to impossible to 
learn anything of the rauge from the range fiaders. 
The latter were hid in the smoke which enveloped 
the deep. Then, too, be says tbe electrical mechan- 
ism was affected by the eun discharges, and con- 
stantly failed to work.—N. Y. Times. 


During the test of the Brown segmental wire gun 
at Birdsboro, Pa., April 15, a pressure was obtained 
which was so great that the record could not be 
read from the gauges. ‘The coppers used were sent 
to the Chief of Ordnance, U. 8. Army, for test, and 
the result ie recorded in a report by Lieut. Whistler 
of June 1, 1893. Lieut. Whistler reports that the offi- 
cial test indicates a pressure of 78,000 Ibs. per square 
inch. Io a letter to the Trustees of the Gun Co. he 
says: “ This ie, of course, a bigber pressure than ac- 
tually occurred in the gun, due to the fact that the 
initial compression of the coppers was too low. For 
sach & pressure, an initial compression of 70,009 lbs. 
per equare inch should bave been used, whereas the 
compression was one of but 50000 lbs. per sq. inch. 
Since April 15, we have fired five shots, incr easing 
the powder charge by small increments from 24.50 
Ibs. to 27 lbs., and have determined the following 
facts: That there was no sudden jump of pressure 
between 24 and 27 lb. charges and that the pressures 
obtained gave a true curve. The pressure curve thus 
obtained indicated that the pressure in the gun 
should have been about 74,000 lbs. per square inch 
for 30 83 |bs. of powder, the charge used at the last 
sbot April 15, 1893. As a pressure much over 50,000 
lbs. per sq. inch was not ¢ xpected, no preparation was 
made to obtain an accurate record for avy greater 
pressure. The copper usea would not record acocur- 
ately a pressure greater than about 55,000 lbs. per 
eq. inch, and we can therefore only ascertain the 
true pressure approximatelv. We have evidence, 
however, that it exceeded 70,000 Ibs. per eq. inch. I 
am of the opinion that the static pressure in the gun 
was about 74,000 lbs. per equare inch, as indicated by 
the pressure curve above mentioned.” .

DECISIONS BY THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


SECOND COMPTROLLER GILKESON has decided that the 
provision, that ** hereafter no enlisted man sball be entitled 
to receive more than one ration daily,” in the Army appro- 
priationact of July 16, 1892, applies to sergeants and cor- 
porals of ordnance, and that it therefore repeals that sec - 
tion of 1293, R. 8., which allowed them one and a half ra- 
tion per day. 

Second Comptroller Gilkeson has decided in the affirma- 
tive questions submitted to him by the Secretary of War, 
as to whether a soldier can act as an auctioneer at a sale of 
condemned property,and whether he can be paid for his 
services as such auctioneer from the proceeds of such 








sale. 

The Second Comptrollor has decided that extra duty pay 
cannot be allowed soldiers detailed as laborers in the Ord- 
nance Department, for the reason that ne appropriatidn 
bas been made for that purpose since 1887, and that the fail- 
ure to do so was Clearly an intention onthe part of Con- 
gress to suspend section 1287 so faras it appliedto extra 
duty in the Ordnance Department.

THE GRAPES ARE SOUR. 


A GREAT wail was made in the Press when the 
City of Paris avd the City of New York were trans- 
ferred to the United States Registry, and the 
transfer is being used as a iever to prod the 
Admiraltv. What are the facts about these two 
steamers? Naval men are wont to be told that 
the Atlantic liner is always in perfect order, and 
always in ‘the highest possible state of efficiency; 
they will be relieved to hear that from the time 
these vessels were built till now they have been 
under constant repair. At the present time they 
are literally “ things of shreds and patches.” Their 
bulls below the water-line are built with outside 
butt straps, and to make a fair ‘surface, liners have 
since been fitted on the fore and aft edges of the 
straps; their engine bed plates are held together 
by many bolts; their columns are patched, and 
the boilers have been tinkered at till it is im- 
possible tosay on what system they are worked ; 
their propellers and shafts have been changed a few 
times. Had these vessels been designed and ownei 
by our Admiralty, they would have caused any 
number of ‘“‘scandals."” They have been a perfect 
wine of wealth to Birkenhead workmen, and will 
afford plentiful and remunerative employment to 
those of Southampton. I[donotfor a moment say 
j that they are not perfectly efficient passenger 
steamers, but, to use a vulgar but expressive apho- 
rism, you cannot make a silk purse out of a sow’s 
ear, and the most competent naval opinion is to tre 
effect that you cannot make an efficient mail 
steamer na equally efficient armed cruiser.

The cap can be used for all garrison duties, either 
undress or full dress, and &@ summer cap the same 
pattern made of either white or brown duck, or 
cotton, will answer all the wants of summer garri- 
son or field service, and thusdo away with the many 
styles of head gear now issued.
